Race Courses of Paris. Where Pari-Mutuel System of 
Betting Reaches Extensive Proportions. 
Objective Point of Trip. 



Louisville, Ky.. March 2*. — Col. M. J. Winn, 
manager of the Now Iamisville Jockey Club. Jockey 
Club Juarez and Inc Empire City Racing Association, 
accompanied by Judge Charles l-\ Trice, who presides 
over the racing at Churchill Downs, Douglas Talk. 
Juarez. Lstonla and Windsor, will sail on the Maure- 
tania from New York next Monday. Their mission 
abroad is to study racing conditions, notably the 
operation of the pari-mutuel system, the popularity 
of which is growing wherever racing is known. 

Col. Winn and Judge Trice will land first at Liver 
|HHd. From there they will proceed to Ijoudou. thence 
going to Tails, Berlin and Belgium, and returning 
to Louisville May 1. nine days la* fore the opening of 
the thirteen days’ spring meeting at the Downs and 
the tliirty-iiintli running of the Kentucky Derby. 
Ten (lays will he spent in Tar is. 

Col. Winn and Judge Trice expect to witness the 
running of iho Gram! National Stcepocbase at l.iv 
erpool on April 4. after which they will spend a coll- 
ide of weeks in France as the guests of leading turf- 
men of t !im t republic. Ii is there iliai they will, of 
course, secure the principal information they s**ek. 
since Paris is the scene of the most extensive opera 
tion of the pari nuutucl system of wagering in the 
world. It became necessary in Paris, in order to 
avoid the abuses connected with or growing out of 
hookmaking, to establish the pari niutucl. and there 
the system rendered secure the thoroughbred sport. 
Australia. Argentina and other foreign countries 
have also adopted tills form of turf speculation. 

For years the American turf knew nothing of the 
bookmaker. Betting on flic race tracks was <*on- 
ditcu*d wholly through auction pools and pari-mu 
incls. lu 1873 or 1*74 an English bookmaker named 
Stanton began Imokitiaktug on the New York tracks 
and auction pools and iuutuels were eventually con- 
lincd to the trotting tracks. The operations of the 
bookmakers overshadowed racing and brought into 
disrepute the sport itself. The very existence of rae 
ing was in jeopard v. In Missouri. New York. Louis- 
iana. California. Tennessee and other states h-gis 
la live enactment closed the race tracks. 

The New Louisville Jockey Club, through its 
president. Charles F. Grainger, its manager. Col. 
M. i. Winn, and Dresiding Judge Price, realizing 
that the defense of a noble sjMirt rested in the ban- 
ishment of die I took maker and the revival of ibe 
parimutuels, took initiative action. That this ster 
saved racing in Kentucky is umiucstioiied. Scandal 
became no longer known and ••onfidonee was abso- 
lutely established. This was the first actual knell 
of the bookmaker's doom in America. The public 
quickly fitted itself to the new condition, manifested 
its approval by increased patronage of the tracks, 
and permanently settled the security of the sport 
in tins commonwealth. 

Colonel Winn. .Mr. Grainger and Judge Price have 
constantly sought to perfect the pari-iuutuels. To 
day the system is regarded as a success, Ikmiij 
marked b\ >p**«*d and accuracy. Mr. Grainger ha 
secured letters of patent on the pari-mutuel devie* 
in Canada and an appliction is pending in the United 
States. In the hope that personal observation might 
enable the New Louisville Jockey Club to further 
perfect the system, il was decided to send Colon** 
Winn and Judge Price abroad that they might see 
just how foreign tracks conduct the system.

ence* made to the weather, owing to tin* fact that 
the weather was ju>t about as near ideal as it is 
possible to have weather made to order. 

“The promoters of the Juarez winter race meet 
ing liaie a great deal of money hi vest is I iu the plant 
over the river, and the improvements made over 
then* are both first-class and permanent. They rep 
resent tin* confidence these u»en have in winter ra 
cing at this point, and are a distinct credit to tliei 
progressiveuess and enterprise. The value of thi 
Institution to El Paso is not a mere matter of con 
lecture, for it brings here annually thousands d 
people whose patronage is an appreciable factor iu 
every line of trade and commerce. People coni'* 
hero from every part of the United States, aud as a 
rule they arc **f a elass who are amply willing and 
able to pay for all they get. And all these visi 
tors are delighted with El Paso constantly speak 
iug of the city in the most flattering terms and on 
thusiastienlly declaring it to lie the best city of its 
size ou the face of the earth.

The racing 
weld oil dav bv day jr.st a> if Mexico was equally 
tranquil aud il was -o quiet around Ciudad Juarez 
all tin* time that there was little to indicate any kind 
of trouble was in progr**ss anywhere iu the statr 
of Chihuahua.

Juarez race lin'd Ing with us again for 1 «ni days, aud 
il is confidently expected that the crowd next winter 
will be tin* largest that ever attended one of these 
annual events.”

When the dates were allotted 
the fact that June 3 is the King’s birthday was 
ovi-rlo*»k«*d and the management <>f the Blue Bonnets 
track is desirous of racing on that day. If the 
change is approved, the meeting will close ou June 
tenth, instead of the eleventh. 



Albany. N. Y.. March 2»>. — No one representing 
the Jockey Club appeared before the Assemblv 
Codes Committee today at tin* bearing ou Assembly 
man Knight’s bill designed to strengthen the Hart 
Agnew and Agnew-Perkius laws, aimed to prevent 
race track betting. 

Canon Chase of Brooklyn and the Rev. O. R. 
Miller of the State Civic League asked the commit 
tee p> report it favorably. 

“It lias been announced that the race tracks «:re 
going to open in tin* spring.” said Canon Cha:-:* 
“and that tin* credit system of betting will Ik* i* 
operation ou tin* tracks under the recent decision f 
Supreme Court Just lee Scuddcr and the Appellate 

Division iu tie* Shane case. 

"We do not aim to prohibit private lM*ttiug. but 
we do want to prevent tin* recording of such a hot. 

“Under the Scuddcr decision tin* agent of tin* 
bookmaker may make and ri*eoid a private lH*t and 
show tin* record to the bookmaker. Under our 
amendment this will be a crime and bookniakiug 
will be impossible even under the credit system.” 

Assembly man Louis A. Cttvlllier of New Y*-:k 
was the only one who opiiosetl the bill, declaring its 
passage would be disrespectful to the Court of 

Appeals, where a decision iu the Shane ease .> 

pending. As that ease will shortly he decided by 
i Ik* Court of Appeals. !n* said, be believed it wotiU 
be positively discourteous u|N>ti tin* part of tin* coin 
inittee to take any action on the bill while Hie 
decision as to constitutionality of the present law 
,vas pending. He anticipated that tin* decision of 
Justice Scuddcr would be sustained as to the legality 
»f oral betting. 

Mr. CuvilHer insisted there had been a grave 

»rror in tin* definition of the term liookmaking. an 1 
that an oral wager could not in any manner be con 
ddered iMMikmakiug. 

“This bugaboo alMiut gambling at the track t’n* 
routing season is a false impression.” he said. “The 
quirt of liorse racing provides amusement both en- 
tertaining and healthy. ” 

The Assemblyman declared that the advocates of 
tin* Knight bill were making an effort, although a 
weak om*. to go still further Hum tin* Agnew-Hai* 
law. which was so earnestly advocated by form r 
Governor Hughes, to interfere with horse racing in 
New York State and which has largely failed to h«- 
sustained by the courts. Mr. Cuvillier iu conclusion 

urged til minittce to refuse to re|M*rt the bill. 

D seemed to b->* the sentiment of the committee at 
the close "T the hearing that the bill would not b** 
rc|M»rted because it would interfere with pending 
litigatiou.

MILITARY RACE FOR MARLBORO. 



Marlboro, Md.. March 27. — The 1913 season >*f 
military racing in the east will be opened with a 
race here on April 5. The conditions of Hie rs.-<- 
call for four-year-olds and upward, the property mu 
conditionally of tin* United States Government, or 
of officers of the United States Army or Navy. The 
purse will be $3tN>. of which $50 will go to the -ee 
ond horse and $25 to the third. A large silver 
loving cup is to Im» presented to the rider of t io 
winner. Weights for the race will be: Four-year- 

olds. 154 pounds: five-year-olds. 157 pounds: six. 

year-olds and upward. 100 pounds. Winners of two 
races iu 1912 and 1913 will lx** required to pick up 
five pounds extra, while non-winners in 1912 or 19! 3 
will be allowed live pounds. The distance of tin* 
race will be one mile, aud Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood, 
chief of staff of the army, will be invited to pre- 
side iu the judges’ stand during the running. 

Last year the army racing was one of the most 
successful branches of the sport at Marlboro. M i\ 
Smart, who is training the horses of a number of 
army officers, expects to have eight starters from 
his stable. The pi*-k of the army riders will par- 
ticipate iu the race and it will no iloubt attract a 
big attendance. 

On the opening day of the Marlboro session. 
Wednesday. April 2, tie* feature of tin* program will 
be the District Handicap at six furlongs, in wliVh 
some of the best of tin* older sprinters will i-olitest. 
Uapi. D. M. Walker, whose formidable string is ai 
Bciiniug. is giving the old handicap horse Magazine 
a sfieeial preparation for tin* race. The son of 
Mazagan is going along well in training.

Mr. Butler is the owner of the Empire City track 
in Yonkers and is lieavily interested in the Juanv 
track In Mexico, opposite El Daso.

Thirty years or so later, however. Goodwood was a 
amc to cou jure with in the s|>ortiug world. In 1S3S, 
for instance', the stakes were valuable and runners 
numerous. the Lavant and Molocoinb Stakes lieing 
events which still tigure in t lie program.- The famous 
Harkaway won the Cup that year, and Mr. Theo- 
bald’s Lowtherbourg. about whose pedigree there 
was much mystification and controversy, carried off 
Hie Goodwood Stakes. For many years this loug- 
istance contest was. next to tiie Chip, the chief 
feature of the meeting, and its deterioration from a 
great betting handicap to Its present uninspiring 
sratus is much to be regretted. In the thirties the 
| Lavant was the principal two-year-old event, and in 
1838 this was won by Mr. Wreford’s Wapiti, a 
daughter of Camel, which also won a Produce 
Sweepstakes the next day. Second to Wapiti in the 
| Lavant was Deception, destined afterwards to run 
coml in the Derby and to win tin* Oaks. A 'year 
or two later tin* Stewards’ Cup was established and 
ulniost Immediately became a favorite speculative 
medium, though less so than the Goodwood Stakes. 
The popularity of the latter may l*e judged from 
tlie fact that in 1841 the entries for it numbered 151 
and included all the liest handicap performers in 
training. The race was wou that year by that very 
questionable character, Goodman, whose mure, Orelia. 
defeated The Corsair and fifteen others. Mr. Byng’s 
iarry Owen won the Stewards’ Cup from Curry 
omb and The Potentate, and Lord Eglinton’s Doctor 
aius took t lie Chesterfield Cup. the chief race oil 
the Friday then as now. from Maroon and Mus. One 
f the most sensational incidents in Goodwood his- 
tory was i lie amazing victory of the despised Slum- 
noil in the Gold Cup of 1871. The great French 
rack, Mortenier. ridden by Fnrdhnm. was favorite 
that season, and Favonius. the Derby - hero, was 
thought to be his most formiable opitonciiL Tin 
other runners were Dutch Skater. Rippondeti and 
Mr. F. Mouncey’s bay filly. Sliannon. by Lambton - 
daiii by Ncwminster Bigolctte, the mount of Hunt. 
Slu* was three years old and eurried 102 pounds to 
the 112 i*nimds borne by Favonius. Her price at the 
start was. officially. 5o to 1, but Mr. Cartwright got 
$2,500 to $25 about her oil tin* off-chance of the two 
racks going down. Tom Clin loner and George Ford 
liani were so intently watching each other that they 
quite forgot Shannon, and the filly fltikily beat the 
Derby winner amidst great excitement by half a 
length, with the French champion a neck behind. 
Favonius, however, won tlie Cup in 1872 from Albert 
Victor, and ran second for it in 1873 to Flageolet, 
the third and last runner in the latter season l**iug 
no less distinguished an equine performer than Cre- 
mornc. Another Cup surprise occurred in 1882. when 
Friday, an unsexed son of Favonius. started at 2o to 
1. defeated 'Tristan, favorite at 7 to 2 on. and Chip 
pendnle. 3 to 1 on, went down before the staying 
Dresden China in 1880. 

It cannot be claimed for Goodwood that the rae 
ing tlier** is now of such high class as prevailed in 
the meeting’s palmy days, when its various three- 
yea r -oh 1 events invariably influenced the market 
upon the St. Leger. The Cup. moreover, is tuerly 
a shadow of its former self, and is no longer one of 
the most coveted prizes of the turf season. Only 
“the Stewards’ ” holds its own. and that merely n> 
a medium for speculation. It lias constantly fallen 
to outsiders, recent examples being Upset, 25 1 
1887: Gangway. 40 1. 1891: Chasseur. 25 1. 1896 
o* Donovan Rossa. Mil. 1901: Melayr. 40-1. 1 :h * 4. ami 
Xony. 25 1. 1905. The two-year-ohl racing is in 
variably interesting and important, and the Rich 
mond .Stakes in particular has been won l»y many 
good animals. in 1877. for instance, wheu its 
value to the winner was over $10,000. the field in 
elttdeil Jannet te and Sefton. destined to win lietween 
them tlie Derby. Oaks and St. Leger of the season 
following. In 1870 the future Derby and Oaks win 
tiers. Silvio aud Placida. were stripped at Good 
wood on the <4>eii mg day. Silvio won the Ham Stakes 
iml Placida carried off the Halnaker. Tn 1.881 the 
Richmond Stakes was fought out by Dutch Oven and 
St. Marguerite, of whom the former afterwards 
created a huge surprise by winning the St. Leger 
and the latter carried off iho One Thousand Guineas. 
The Findon Stakes lias also fallen to mauv smart 
youngsters. In 1872 Cantiniere. dam of Dutch Oven 
defeated a solitary antagonist, and Thistle, after 
wards dam of Throstle, the winner of the St. Leg-n 
in 1894. also won the Findon. as did the tiring 
Dotiranee in 1879. the useful Sandiway in 1883 and 
the handsome, but erratic. Snrefoot in 1889 One 
can always be sure that the youngsters will keep 
the game alive at Goodwood, whatever the deficien 
cies In o ther departments. — r»ndon Sportsman.

The aucient domain of the Saxon Godwinus had 
mauv owners liefore it was purchased^ in 1710 by Un 
first Duke of Richmond. the son of King Charles It 
:i ml Louise dc Kcrotialle, the very notorious Ditches' 
of Portsmouth. 'Hie famous race meeting there wa 
inaugurated in I8«r2 in tli<* time of tlie third Duue 
The “races” then, licgwever, were a travesty or tl: 
sport, consisting as they did of stakes of very 
tiitling value, and confine«l as they were to the hacks 
;,i«| hunters of the nobility and gentry with scats 
ii! the vicinity. They were all run in heats, and the 
coniiietitors were as rare as angels’ visits, few and 
far Indwcen. G«mm1w<mx 1 then took place in May. 
:ind often pnveded t li«* Epsom Summer Meeting. 
'Phc Cup was institut'd iu 1812. and won by a tour- 
year-old named Shoestrings, tlie property of Mr. 
folio, tint it was not. however, until 1*2.* that the 
< m iii l*e**ame a perman<*nt fixture <>n the Goodwo***! 
cfl rd. Tlie celebrated Lord George Rentiuck. the ex

father and son. lie was the originator of the

In eeiisequem , (' of Col. E. W. Baird having left 
Newmarket. Playfair, which won the Grand Na- 
tional in 18.88, lias be*'n destroyed at the great age 
of 32 years. 

Playfair, which was by Ripponden out of a half- 
bred mare by Rattl«*lKUies out of Drayton, wa* 
sewn years old when he won tin* Grand National, 
ami had not previously had a very distinguished 
career. He was bred by Mr. J. Hunt, of Cardecot, 
near Leicester, ami did not appear in public until 
lsst;. when lie was brought our at the Croxton 
Park meeting for a Farmers’ Plale of 75 sovereigns, 
aud won iu easy fashion from the eight that op- 
posed him. !]<• was afterwards purchased privately 
by Mr. II. T. Barclay, whose colors be first carried 
in tin* Abingdon Hunters’ Steeplechase at the Berks 
and Oxon Hunt, for which he was a bad third t<* 
Johnny longtail and Master Jack. At Winchester 
h«* ran second to Polariseope for th** Hampshire . 
Open Hunt Plate, at the Lincoln Autumn meeting, 
was third to The Sinner and Caubalu for a Hunters’ 
Flat Race, and the year was wound up at tin? Sun- 
down Park December gathering by an easy win in 
tin* Ladies’ Plate of 1<n> guineas for hunters, in 
which he was ridden by his owner. In the following 
February he was sent up to Tattersall’s for sale 
with olhers of n. T. Barclay’s horses ami knocked 
down for 5t;o guineas to Mr. mow Colonel i E. \Y. 
Baird, for whom he made a tirst show- in 1887 at 
th** Grand Military meeting at Sandown in .March, 
where he came to grief while running for tin* Grand 
Military Hunters' Steeplechase.
